Sept. 18.-While no direct reports 
are ferthcoming from the battle 
front in northern France, it is ap- 
parent from the meagre official stat- 
ments issued that the allied forces 
and the German armiés are again 
lined up for battle, which in the op- 
inion of military observers may last 
for several days.

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turn lost two of their number under 
the fire of the British guns. 

Along the battle line in France re- 
ports indicate that while the fighting 
is still progressing, no great gains 
have been made by either side and 
that the critical period when 
side or the other is to be returned 
victor is still to come. 

The Russians are reported to have 
taken the fortified town of Carsolau 
on the San river, and a Rome dis- 
patch credits the Montenegrins and 
Servians with having captured from 
the Austrians Sarajevo, capital of 
Bosnia. 

In Africa; the British have repul- 
sed the Germans:in an attack in the 
eastern territory, the Germans re- 
treating with losses. General Louis 
Botha, the famous Boer general and 
Now premier of South Africa, has 
taken over supreme command of the 
British operations against German 
southwest Africa. 

Lord Kitchener, the British war 
minister, has approved the proposi- 
tion for the formation of a Welsh 
army corps. 

The Hamburg-American line steam- 
er Sprewald, armed as an auxiliary 
cruiser, and two, German colliers, 
have been captured by the British 
cruiser Berwick in the North Atlan- 
tic ocean, 

It is reported that a vessel of 
12,000 tons has been sunk by a mine 
in the North Sea. 


Sept. 24.—Again the status of the 


warfare in France remains unchanged |’ 


according to the official report of the 
French war office. The’ battle has 
develoved into a war of assault with 
the allies in the role of attackers in 
against the strongly entrenched posi- 
tions of the Germans, which are for- 
tified with large and small artillery 
pieces, and hedges about with barb 
wire entanglements.

FUR MARKET. IS 
VERY UNCERTAIN

‘What will be the price of raw 
furs during the coming season and 
what effect will the European awr 
have upon prices, of raw furs in Can- 
ada, is a question of vital interest 
to every trapper and fur dealer at 
the present time,’’? said Mr. John 
Hallam,.the Toronto fur dealer. 

“The fur trade’ is in a situation 
this season that is different ‘from any 
thing that the world has ever known 
London, England, and Leipzig, Ger- 
many, have been the. greatest fur 
centres of the world, and when we 
Consider that these countries are at 
war, and also that Russia who is 
both a great producer, purchaser and 
user of furs is also involved in the 
confict, as well as France, the fash- 
‘ion centre of the world, it produces 
‘a situation heretofore unknown in the 
civilized world. Taking the European 
war in connection with the world- 
wide financial disturbance, there is 
no precedent. by which a business man 
Can accurately judge of the results. 

‘In 1912 America exported furs of 
the value of over $22,000,000. When 
you stop to realize that the Wurop- 
ean market for a large quantity of 
these furs has been closed, and that 
this vast sum represents only about 
65 per cent of the value of all the 
furs caught in the United States and 
Canada during that year, that furs 
of the value of several million dol- 
lars are stored in London and Leip- 
zig today, these facts taken in con 
unsettled financial 
conditions throughout the world, 
will give you a faint idea of the tur 
situation. 

“On the other hand during 
months there was imported 
Canada raw and manufactured furs 
to the value of $1,326,965, and there 
was imported into the United States 
Taw and dressed furs of the value of 
$17i1901,569, and during the succeeding 
three months we can safely say that 
there was an additional $1,500,000 
worth of raw and dressed furs impor 
ted into the United Seates. 

“About 8 per cent of certain kinds 
of furs caught in America have been 
yearly exported to Burope, so that 
we may look for a rather heavy de- 
cline in price on these items. It is 
not merely a question cf having the 
European market cut ofi during the 
coming season, for ‘even if peace is 
declared within the next few months 
the countries would be impoverished 
financially, all trade channels be dis- 
organized, and it would require sev- 
eral years before trade, with’ the coun 
tries who are now at war would. as-

would be trapped throughout the 
United States and Canada and large 
stocks would undoubtedly be accum- 
lated in the hands of the dealers, 
making it a great problem for them 
to find a market where they will be
